Indian Head-Hunters of the Interior an Interesting 
Study in the South American Republic

WOACUADOR is a land of great in- 
| erect to the mortherner, whether 


he be sfientist or layman; or 
whether tis inclinations lead him to a 
atudly of peoples, their customs and tra- 
ditions, cr te the enjoyment of the natural 
features of the country—the birds, the 
fatinals, the magnificent forests aril 
lativ mertintainis: 

This republic occupies: a unique geo- 
graphical posittm, astrHle the Eatator: 
where it extends approximately from one 
degree thirty minutes north latiode to 
almost five degrees south latinde. Within 
this comparatively short distance are t17- 
cliced some of the grandest of the An- 
dean peaks and a tultitude of omighty 
Tanges and deep canons. 

Cm the west coast, Ecuador holds a 
strategic position in tegard to the Hii 
bolt Current, thot chill invader from 
southern seas, for it is at this punt that 
the current sheers off ta the westward 
and its inffttence upon the winds and the 
climatic conditions of South America 16 
weakened, 

The eastern houncdaties of the repulilic 
lie across Amazonian tiamage, and cot

the Nap, the Pastaza, and the Paute, all 
alfinents of the world's largest river. 

The topography is extremely moun- 
taiious, Although there are restricted 
plains in-western Heunador, the greater part 
af the republic lies along the Andes anid 
their foothills, so that level areas of any 
ereat extent are seldom. encountered, 

The drainnge of the country includes 
a number of large rivers flawimge to the 
eastward, as well as several inpeortant 
westerni-fiwing streams. 

Except tor a narrow enastal strip, 
Eeuador receives abundant ramfall, The 
veur is divided into two scasons—the dry 
season andl the wet, or so-called rainy, 
seaacn, The tata generally begin m 
December or January and last antl May 
or June, the balance of the vear having 
only a scanty rainfall, 

In some Tocolities there is a deviation 
from this order, and on the castern slopes 
of the Andes there are heavy mins im 
every month of the year. “The annual 
rainfall in some parts of the Oriente may 

Teach as high as 150 to 200, mehes.

The Indians of the 
Gricnte are juch more 
sivape and. uncivilized 
than their brethren of the 
western Aniies, the thu 
chims. The |ivaros come 
ridin contact. Ww th the 
whites anly oveastonally, 
since the comity. they on- 
habit is very inhospitable 
in its climate, its dense. 
Iratkless pumugies and, to 
a certain extent im tts 
human popuiniion aswell, 
They live im seattered 
communities, salon the 
tributaries of the Kto 
Nano amd the Rio Parte. 
scluam venturimy very tar 
up on the slopes-of the 
extern Andes, but re- 
maining below an ¢leva- 
tion of 4,500 feet. 


WARRIORS ACQUIRE THEM 
WIVES AS: SPOILS 
OF WAR 


The Jivares wage a 
constant wariire among 
themselves. for which 
polyamy i the direct 
cause, We were told that 
wher ao girl arrives-at the 
marnageable age, about 
twelve to fouriveen years, 
she is giveti in marriage 
by her father tosome friend. but most ot 
the wives are gained by the Killing of an 
enemy and the corifiseation of the women 
is the spoils of war, A man may have 
from five to eight wives 

The waritare may be against a men 
ber of a newhboring tribe of apwinst a 
fellow-Jivaro living at some distance, 
The women and children of the shin man 
are adopted into the household) of the 
victor, where they become members. of 
the family and are treated m the same 
manner as the immediate Tanuly, not as 
slaves. |

which is based ona belief ma bemyg called 
hy the Spaniards ef divblo, the devil.

acalps, The skin  apered up from the 
lyase ut the neck to the crown, aml the 
skull is Temoved: entire, leaving only the 
soft, pliant skin. 

The skin is mow dipped into a vegetable 
extract which dyes it a line-llack and 
probably has some action as a preserva 
tive, and then the et skin ts sewed up 
along the neck to restore the head to its 
wrugital form, 

The cavity te Aled with het sind or 
pebbles, after which the head is constantly 
trimmed and move, sc thit the drying goes 
an umiormly. When the sand has cooked, 
hot sand takes its place, and this process 


risky last for several divs before the head 


is completely cured. 

Shrinking. to art unbelievable degree 
takes place, but it 1s so regulated that the 
features retain their individuality to a 


great extent. and the fmished heath is 


aiwottt the sve of a mari’s fist. 

The lips have been sewer shut with a 
series of long cattem cords, the exact pat- 
fan of thie stitching. varying with the 
locality and seeming to have some gignifi- 
cance 

Within a short time after the prepara- 
tion of a head, generally within a month, 
the victor celebrates the event by a cere- 
muntial dance at which there is an rey of 
wild dtinking. After this dance it may 
be possthle to hay the head from the 
Jivaro, if his interest con. be aroused im 
an object whose value le uniderstanls and 
appreciates, such as a nousket.

Becnuse of the interest aroused. in the 
outside world by tales. con erring these 
head! - hunters, there has been in the past 4 
lively trade in haman heads. ‘The Jivares. 
learning. that there was this demand 
which could be capitalized) ite nuiskets, 
quickly gave a ready response; so that i 
heime necessiry tor the Rcunitorean 
Government strictly to forbid the traffic 
in these obpects. 

Tales are tokl of the results of this 
practice which are not without a certam 
erim irony. “There is a story, for ex- 
ample, of a red-headed white mun who 
went into the tmterior on a trp of ex- 
ploration charged with the commnssion of 
bringing cmt a ried and shrunken hen. 
ft was months aiter he had departed that 


fl shrunken heacl came out, by dewhotts 
thaomels, from the Oriente, but the teal 
haath real lant, Perhaps a ied-hnired tend 
brought the price of two muskets; who 
cu tell? 

Chntrary ti our expectations, after 
hearing stories of the Jivaros (and to the 


average Ecuadorean the word, Jivare is 


synonymons with violent death and all 
manner! disagreeable things), we found 
them o good-natured people and very 
friendly to ms, 

Like the Quichuas, they are below 
medium height, lot with a éplendid chest 
development and with a rather pleasing 
cast of countenance. The men wear their 
hair long, hat often cut it away to fom 
hangs in front, and it is omamented with 
tufts of bright red and vellow toucan 
feathers on the crown and at the tase af 
theneck. 

The men wear slender tibes of bemoan 
thenst through the lobes of the ears and 
the women often have a short piece of 
cane projecting stright ott from the 
lower hip. 


FAITHLESS WIVES RECEIVE

On their own trails, the Jivaro costume 
could scarcely be considered a burden to 
the wearer, but when these Indians visit 
the border settlements they wear a cne- 
piece garment consisting of a.cotton elath, 
which they weave themselves, caught up 


spronriel the whist. 


The men we-saw appeared to treat their 
women, kindly and showed a consndera- 
tem for their wishes if trinor itiatters. 
Lf the wife ts: detecter! in any breach of 
infidelity, however, she is sulijected wi a 
terrific course of discipline. 

For the first offense the punishment 
consiats cf throwing the erring woman to 
the erocnd, holding her there, nad cutting 
down on to the crown of her head with a 
large machete, or brusit knife. The man 
thakes & great many cuts, which are at an 
angle to one another, so that the scalp is 
literally hacked into stall pieces: anil all 
the hnuir is Jost. 

Should this not prove sufficient to ‘in- 
culate filelite. the second offense restilts 
in the woman's: bene pinned to the varth 
by a long, tron-pointed Tance, which ts 
thrust deep inte the grin through the 
fieshy parts of both legs. taiven food, 
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water, aml sufiiciert care to prevent death, 
the offender is left im this position for 
days, even fora period as long a4 three 
weeks, 

For the third offense the punishment ts 
‘leath qutright.

As hunters<and woodsmen the Jivares 
ire unsurpassed, Observers of the keen- 
est sort, endowed with that natural in- 
stinct of the savage for knowing «direc- 
tion, they Tuant and roam over the vast 
untiroken stretches of yang following 
the paths mide by wild animals or slip- 
ping through the more open regions re- 
gardless of trails, calling the monkeys 
down the green hillsides by wonderful 
imitations of their calls, and sleeping at 
night, like the beasts themselves, where 
darkness dvertakes them. 

They himt largely with the blow-gun, 
inthe tse of which they are peculiarly 
adept. ‘The missiles for these weapons, 
which are sometimes twelve fect, or more 
in leneth, are stu-baked balls ot clay for 
the smaller gameand poisoned arrows of 
cane for larger animals, 

The poisan ts apparently a fer of 
curare and is obtamed from trailers 
farther down on Amazonian waters. It 
is very potent, death resulting m a few 
minutes after an animal has been strick; 
hat the tae at at does not spel the game 
for corsumption, | | | 

Salt is said to be an antidote, if placed 
in the mouth of the stricken animal, and 
wonkers are sometimes taken olive tn this 
manner, the Jivaro hurrying up to ad- 
minister the panacen when the quarry tells 
from the limb in a stupor 


“HANTASC USil) AS POISON FOR PIS 


Another poison which is: extensively 
employed hy the Jivarags is harbascoy a 
pingle vine or creeper, which is put inte 
the tivers to-sécure fish. A great pile of 
the plant is beaten up on the rocks mntil 
it is a pulp, and after the Tncians have 


stationed! themselves down-stream some 


of their number thraw two to three hin 
(red pounds of the mash into the river 
and the fishing bevins. The fish are killed 
and float down, belly up, ta lie pathered 
in liv the Jivarns, who <ame them 45 they 
penss. 


So potent is tha juice that large 
streams may be potsoned by this ati 
tively small ameunt of Aarhasce. ated 
under favorable circumstances fish are 
stricken for a distance of three miles 
down-siream, } 

Needless to say, the Jivares apenk a 
language of their own, very distinet from 
the Quichua tongue, and only a few m- 
dividuals speak Spanish. 

The principal cities of Ecuador are the 
capital, Quito, and the seaport, Cuaya- 
mil The latter isthe first port of call 
iar many ships sailing south of Panama, 
and to reach ft the vessel must enter the 
Gulf of Gunyas, and then steam up the 
wide tidal river of the Gupyas. 

Guayaqmil is a large city, of alse 
fo.000 population, and for many years 
had the unsavery reputation of being the 
worst pesthole on the Pacific coast. This 
was die to the virnlent yellow fever winch 
was prevalent there and to the sporadic 
qutborsts of the hubonie plague, which 
kept the city tinder a perpetual quaran- 
tine; and travelers shunned it whenever 
possible,

The Rockefeller Foundation tock in 
hand the cleaning up of this city, with the 
resuit that now yellow fever bas. practi- 
cally disuppeared and the bubonic plague 
is kept well in hand. The quarantine 
against the port has been lifted, Guayaquil 
is ones More a stop on the maritime tiner- 
arice, and the Renaderean bias a reverence 
atid: a faith in the “gringo medico™ almiest 
as strongly fixed as is his religvot. , 

Comenlent with this improvement mm 
the hygiene of the city, new streets have 
been built and new buildings erevied, so 
that Guavaguil is rapidly forging ahead. 

Eevador has in operation a railremel 
with a terminus at Guaraqil and at 
Quito, with plans ara] some ot the werk 
completed for extensions to other points. 
‘The track climbs up from sea-level to an 
elevation of nearhy tise) feet, and over 
much of its journey to Quite it negotiates 
wetTy heavy grades aml sharp curves, Asa 
piece of mountain tailroading tt 1s worthy 
of much comment, and it is Yankee-lnalt.

NO WISKS TO LEFE, LIMB, OR PROPERTY 

As for risks to life and limb, 1 know 
af ne safer countey than Colombia. The

Seasons, then, near the Equator are not 
marke by changes in temperature. but 
hy the amount of rainfall, Generally 
spenking, the vear is clividedt infu wet and 
dry seasons, known respectively as in- 
tiene (winter) and tevrane (summer), 
though there is much varintion os ne- 
garde the time ancl curation of these 
seasons, partivilarly im menntamets re- 
peace, 

There are also areas where it rarely, if 
ever, rains, and others still where rain 


falls on wractically every day in the year, 
In the Pacife Coast region of Colombia 
the wet season is continues, and there 


a recorded rainfall at San José of qo0.88 
inehes, So faras 7 kod, this record has 


not beet: exceeded in the Western Hemi- 
sphere,

for the rest of Colombia, we may visit 
any tome between the end of December 
and early May with the prospect of find- 
ing. favorable weather conditions.

Who enters: the tropics should leave 
all haste behind, We hove a superior 
way of talking of the land of “rafians,” 
quite overlooking the fact that the phiys- 
iolosical law of the land is expressed in 
the “mei” ainind:s, With the etnla- 
live energy of generations of. Temperate 
Zone horn ancestors Mm our vems, we mov 
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maintain ovr standards of push and speed 
in the tropies for a time, but that is no 
reason why. we should expect people whe 
have are! under less favorable 
clintatic rondisioits to live up to them. 
Indeed, it is highly advisable to. leave 
al of our preconceived standards at

HE imap of ‘South America: that 


accompparies this issue of the 
NavTioxAy Grogrearioc Alaca- 


ZINE portrays a continent which has 
many characteristics peculiar to itself. 
tis the mest southerly of all the conti- 
nents. Where Afra reaches wo approxi 
neitely 26° south latitude and Australi 
tw 38°, Seth America stretches into the 
astral sens iumtil Cape Morn toyeches 56° 
south Jarinwle. In other words, South 
Amencat extends some 1.200 miles nearer 
to the South Pole than any other continerrt. 
This continent bas twiee the aren ot 
Birope, set it has less than rwo-thirds 
the combine! population of France and 
Italy, “Twice as large as the United 
States, including Alaska, it las a: pwopila 
tion cnly a lithe more than half as great. 
Tn general ontline it is not unlike Atrica, 
but it is mere syrometrical than the Dark 
Combinetit: | 
The three continents of the Southern 
Hemisphere are similar in their unm- 
dented const-lines: and the headlands of 
Brazil seem to reach out as if te join 
hands across the sea with the correspond- 
ing headlands of Geinea, 
The wast hasins of the Atnazon, the 


Rio dela: Plata, and the Chineco ore in 


many parts 0 low-bing as to le swampy, 
and in spite of the tremenclints amit of 
water they. carry off, the curretits ore 
duyrisl; bet so towering ond so exten- 
sive are the Andes Moutitains that if all 
the highlands were plowed down and all 
the lowlands: were filled ap, the continent 
would be a plateau i.g12 feet above sen- 
level, and Soo feet of this would be 
represented liv the material that ccrmsti- 
tutes the Amdes. 


BIVENS OF XORTH AXD SOUTH MINGLE AT 
TILAR SOURCES 


Sonth America is distinguished amcong 
all the continents for the absence of 
clearly define! watersheds between its 
great river basins. From the Orineco 
delta to the Rio deta Plata-estuary there 
is almest a contimids. overlapping of 
these basitie. In southern Venezuela, 
where that country thrists a political 
peninaula inte aerthern Erazil, below the 
town of Esmeralda, the waters of the 
apper Orinoco suddenly decide to part 


compatiy, some of them reaching the 
Amazon and the sea through the Braeos 
Casiquiare and the others forcing theit 
way to the lower Chineen over the rapids 
of the erwlel niiitain harriers at Alai- 
pures and Atures. 

Although the communications between 
the Anion and the Rio de ii Mlaty 
basins are not so marked as those be- 
tween the Amazon aml the irmoco 
hasins, there are numerous places where 
the flip of a btrd’s wing, the direction of 
the wind, the abundance of local mins, 
the formation of a sand-har, or the slip 
of abit of land may determine the destmy 
ofa drop af water, whether it shall flow

A CITY OF PARKS AND PLAZAS 

Buenos Aires is a city of parks and 
plazas. Seldom need one be out of sight 
of trees and fountains. The plaza may 
be of an acre or less, bot it will have 
jaims and other lovely trees, fortntains, 
white statuary, and flowers in alamidance. 
There are some sixty plazas oecupying a 
lock of more. not counting tiny breath- 
Ing spots at street Intersections, and 
fifteen great parks, of which at least three 
have areas of a sqmare mile each, 

Few places offer the gardener such 


cooperation in fertility of-soil and tem- 


perate climate, Where else may one find 
palms and pines; guavas and peranmms, 
cypresses and cedars, onks. anid) oleanders, 
growing sie ly side and each attaining 
iis maxima develuipment ? 

Cenuums clink fifteen feet or more; 
aweet pews nen] over ten-foot walls; roses 
oom both in spring and in fall 

Only a few plants from the hottest 
portions of the ctropics (sich as Victoria 
revia witer-lili¢s) need cmidting, while 
spruces, firsand birches from the colder 
parts-of the earth thrive amazingly. The 
encalyptus from far-off Australia. does 
well, Tat no better than the American 
white pine, Canary Island palm, puri 
English oak. 

lt is in: Patermo, that belt of parks and 
gardens along the shores wf the Plata, in 
the northern part of the city, that many 
of the finest scenic effects may be found. 

Here is located the lmge Fangiwe de Ins 
Tres de Febrero ( Park of the ‘Third of 
Febrmty), with its lagoons, shaded 
hridle-paths, and winding driveways. In 
this park is the farienis Rosery, where, in 
the space of n few acres, hove been 
hronght together over five thousand 
famed species of tise. 

One enters the Rosery by a tustic bridge 
across & lovely-acm of the park lake and 
finds himself to an immense garden taid 


deilicated to its peculiar flora. 


ont im blocks like a city, with wide paths 
for streets, Ad frequent intervals: are 
white benches and everywhere roses— 
white, pink, red, yellow, single and double, 
large and small; ruses whose sturily stents 
are like stall trees; climbing rides clas 
tering over pergolas and arbors; heds of 
rare dwarf roses; white statuettes half 
concealed in mmsses of blown.

In Palermo ore also found the Jardin 
Betanico and the Jardin Zooligico. The 
former stands as an everiasting memuortul 
to its designer and first director, Carlos 
Thays. 

This Jandseape architect. a native of 
Paris, began his work in Buenos Aires iti 
gr and continued it for over twerty 
years. He journeyed through the lengt 
and) breadth of the republic, notity and 
collecting hitherto-uinknown flom to form 
the buss of the garden. He was con- 
silied) by the municipalities of Mente- 
videw, Santiago, Valparaiso, and Rio de 
Janeiro, afd sided nearly all the cities ot 
Argentina. in landscape-gardening  proj- 
eves. 

His work in the Buenos Aires Jardin 
Botanica has been worthily carried: for- 
ward by his. successors, until today the 
garden stands as a finished jewel of 
verde and bloom. 

Rach of the provinees and territories 
of Argentina, as well as the countries of 
Breil, Chile, Urwguay, and Paraguay. 
and regions of Enrope, Asia, Oceanin, 
Africa, and North America, has a section 
In the 
North American section may be found 
white pine, yellow poplar, various maples. 
ash, birch, ete. The section tends to make 
the American visitor homesick, and the 
trees themselves look lonesome, with so 
rainy strangers of the plant kingdom all 
around. 

Another portiun of the garden lines 
thousands of specimens arranged by 
fanvily—Rosacem, Legumimome, ete. Still 
another section has plants grouped by 
their imses—i, i, tanning. dye, medicinal, 
dleaginens, poisanons, and textile, 

‘Two of the loveliest sxcts in the garden 
are the Jardin Francés and the Jardin 
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for grain and flaxserd. It is lo- 
cated on high clay bluifs west of 
the river along whise hanks there 
lie huwe grain warehouses aml ele- 
raters which: cut off cur view of 
the city proper, with its 250,000 
people, a large part of whom ore 
italian. The water beside the 
Rosario docks i¢ deep enough for 
ocean freighters, anil the city 
serves as part of outlet for a 
great agricultural section, 

In the afternoon we came to 
Dinmarite, lying east of the Pa- 
rana, in the tich province of En- 
tree Rome, Here abo there are 
wurchotters ‘close to the tiver, bot 
most of the town Tes farther 
hack, abowe sixty-[Loot terraced 
clay cliffs. All this pert of the 
fiver has alternate marshes and 
crimbling high choy banks. 

About sunset, imposing white 
stucened church towers cate mito 
saght ahead, and rounding a erent 
hend we came to Parana, capital 
of the province of Entre Rits. ft 
is. 4 Lown upward uf 50,000. peo- 
le, and exports large amounts mt 
hidexand ceredls; its wharves are equipped 
with traveling cranes and backed by 
siihidly belt concrete warehouses. 

A wonderfully clear ped beviny tren 
light night followed. The river shypped 
qrietly hy, its ripples reflecting the wink- 
ing hghts of bouovs whieh the Atpentine 
Government has recently established ss 
far as Corrientes.

SOME INIIAN THIRES ARE STILL HOSTILE 


Near the end of the line was a small] 
settlement of Liwdlians. They were living 
int tude, brasth-covered shelters and sleep- 
ing in hanwnocks which they wove from 
the Abers of cacti. The adults of both 
sexes wore cloths doilled about their 
hips, supported tw thongs over their 
shoniders. 

These Indians had become Serni-civil- 
ized by occasvonally associating with the 
whites, and once in a while they could be 
indncel to work fora few dava. Three 
ather trilies—the Lenguas, Sihins, and 
Savapanis—hve farther to the south aml 
have heen nomitially: converted to Cliristi- 


anity by several Episcopal missions es- 
tablished in the Chaco vears ago, The 


Tohes, who live in the great swarps tp 
the Pilcomayo Kiver,and the Afatecos, 
who roam the unexplored hintertaad of 
northwest Paraguay. are still wild and 
fierce savages, who have desteoved or 
driven back the few expeditions which 
have soughe to mvade ther terntary, 

Hevend the ead of the logging railroad, 
ottly thirty otiles west of the river, all ts 
miknewn country, Nearly four bitilrec 
vears ago oa litte hand of Spaniards, 
traveling northwest from a point near 
Concepeion, after untuld hatdships, 
reached the settlements in Bolivia; but, 
40 far as ts known, the feat has not been 
ieplicatedd.

All the dancers of both sexes were 
harctooted. The women were dressed in 
shupwless cortay gowns: high-necked and 
ust; dark-colemel Alb were many 
strings Of beads and had their high-pilec 
hair fastened! with great, chimay cotibs: 
Most of them: were smoking the shwrt. 
fut Paraguayan clears, 

The men were more gaudily decked 
(it, with extremely tight-fitting and, bigh- 
waisted white trousers ornamented with 
bur pearl buttons; horn-handled koives 
and long-harrele) revolvers stuck throneh 
ther brood belts; and bright-colored shirts 
and neckerchiels. 

While others danced,

A PARADISE POR CATTLE 


The great  renmnd-up was to be held 
thirty miles farther west. on Christoms 
eve; $6 by daylight Kitson aml © tad 
our coffee and bisewits and were om our 
way, It was a glyrivus morning, our 
animals were feelirig. ft. and | have sel- 
dom enjoved a more splendid ride, loping 
across the wikl plains, now skirting 
marshes, iow crossing rolling hillocks. 
The tall grass on either side stretched 
to the horizon, except where low, dark 
belts of forests iritervencd. We twice 
forded a fatr-sized) stream, to whose 
sutrce, 30 T was told, no white man had 
ever penetrated. 

On our way we met a small hand of 
Indians on the march, the chief in the 
lead, the other men, acme! with Jong 
bows and arrows, follwing hin in single 
file, while the heavily brrienecl scyttuws 
ail several small papoceses brought upethe 
Tear, 

Kouteen toll ame these Indians are 
nomads, moving their camp every few 
days. Litth is known of their life and 
lt ts believed that they worship 
the moon-and ghosts and spirits. Thev 
will never cimp where an Inclian has 
diel and they avoid many spots which 
wold appear to be siritable camping sites, 
liut which for some reason are: taker, 

These Indians live chiefly on meat, 
wild roots, ard fruits: They make an 
intoxicating drink from the frtit of the 
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aigarroiha tree, which resembles a locust 
pol, The method ef manufacture docs 
not sound attractive, as the squaws mSt- 
cate the beans and expectorate them into 
in earthen vessel, where the mixture ts 
allowed to fenmett tm the sun. 


TEN THOUSAND CATTLE IN THE ROUND-UP 


We formed the scene of the rodeo to be 
anapen plain with s brashy-hanked ereek 
looping abort two sides of it. RKideos 
had been held ‘here for several years, and 
the grass was wor away over many 
acres. Here we were joined by Kuout- 
son's assistant foreman, a Paraguayan, 
and the latter's atx-vear-ald son, a most 
interesting: litth: chap. During the radio 
he “rede herd” assiduously, his -slirill 
treble ringing out wherever things were 
most exciting. (mya few weeks before, 
when his father had been thrown from 
his horse and was about to be gored liv 
an angry cow, the bow had saved the 
Tats life by rushing his horse so fiercely 
against the cow's flank as to knock it 
completely off its feet. 

A few gutichos were already on hand, 
enarding some two thousand cattle which 
had been driven m from the south the 
night before. Soon, far in the distance 
we couk] see a great cloud of dust rising, 
wel we knew that the mam herd was ap- 
proac hing, The qallar of dust grew 
nearer and larger, until at length we 
could spy the first of the cattle and hear 
the ganchos in the rear whooping ani 
yelling, as they urged the herd forward. 
Then Wwe WEre in the midst of the dust, 
with wile fong-hornect cattle all around us. 

Lt owas an hour or tore before the last 
of the herd arrived and was milled into 
a circle with the others, ly which time 
the total timber was early ten thousand, 
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The exhibition of lassoing which en- 
stil was well worth the trip. Koittson 
claims that the gauchos excel the old-time 
American cowboys at the art of roping, 
as the latter had better-trained qronies, 
which ennliled them to use a shorter rope, 
never over sixty feet, | 

These gauchos were using aeventy-twe- 
foot lassos, and the miitiner in which they 
noosed rinniny calves, tamally having to 
throw through marrow openings in the 
confused, constantly shittitg mass. of 
cattle, was marvelénus. . 

The lasses were all hand-hraided from 
rawhide anc were slightly tapered, being 
heavier at the noese end, They are never 
ced, as it would make them too limber, 
but sometimes, when a steer hos been 
killed and cur open, the coiled issns are 
held fora few moments Inside the steatn- 
img body cavity, which serves to stiffen 
and preserve them. 

As the calves were roped ind draggerd, 
stif-legved ard protesting, from the 
herd. the mother cows became frantic 
with rage. They will sot bother a man 
on horseback, but will instantly attack 
one if an foot. A fat old bull which had 
been pored in a fight caused the abst 
trouble, and finally had to be held down 
by three Inssos, each with a cow pony 
straining at the etl, 

Finally all the cattle had heen inspected, 
the gauchos drove them of in small 
bands, and soon the plain was deserted 
for another year. Kinitson and | jrode 
slowly back to the ranch and a imiuch- 
belated Iunch, and the next day returned 
to Muerto Pinaseo through a hot, mugey 
rin, There | baile him farewell and 
etobarked on the long journey down river 
to Astinciin and Bienes Aires,
